LUMBER BLOC MAY ACCEPT A 
COMPROMISE ON THEIR 
CONTENTIONS

Washington, May 22 - The twisted 
and torn tariff bill received its final 
compromise touches today from house 
and senate conferees. 
Republican 
Floor Leader 
Watson 
announced the bill would be taken up 
in the senate Monday with prospects 
I hat it will be on its way to the White 
House for the signature of President 
Hoover within two weeks. 
The conferees have made It more 
cst tain that the senate will take fav­ 
orable action. 
The lumber senators 
from the far west were encouraged 
to support the 
measure when 
the 
house and senate conferees fixed 
a 
duty of $1 per thousand feet on soft 
wood lumber, except railroad ties and 
telephone poles. 
The house has insisted 
that 
this 
commodity remain on the free list but 
its agents were forced to accept the 
ii compromise because senate leaders 
frankly confessed they 
might 
have 
trouble getting the bill through un 
less a lumber duty was 
enacted 
to 
satisy the lumber bloc. 
With the lumber group in favor of 
the bill, the leaders believe it will be 
passed by the senate by a safe margin. 
Only one Item now remains in dis­ 
pute among the conferees, the section 
repealing the flexible provision of the 
tariff act. As a graceful gesture to 
the democrats, the conferees agreed 
to make the tariff commission bi-par- 
tisan. 
It will be composed of six 
members instead of the present seven, 
so three may be chosen from the re­ 
publican and three from 
the 
demo­ 
cratic parties. 
The conferees now are expected to 
eliminate the repealer of the demo­ 
crats which would prevent the commis­ 
sion from fixing tariff rates. 
After that is done, the bill will be 
ready for presentation in each house. 
Little trouble is expected to be en­ 
countered with it in the house where 
it may be speedily passed, but in the 
senate democrats are grumbling and 
threatening to filibuster. Most of the 
minority 
leaders, 
however, 
believe 
they 
should 
let 
the 
measure 
go 
through after a week of debate. They 
believe passage of the measure will 
have a harmful reaction on the re­ 
publicans. 
The senate appeared today 
to 
be 
divided along purely political lines in 
its opinion of the lobby committee’s 
reports on the activities of Claudius 
Huston and John J. Raskob, national 
chairmen, respectively, of the republi­ 
can and democratic parties. 
Several senators planned today to 
continue the partisan fight which be­ 
gan with the submission of the reports 
yesterday. These reports incidentally, 
brought to the senate’s official atten­ 
tion for the first time the widespread 
criticism directed at Huston for his 
use of funds given him for the Ten­ 
nessee River Improvement Association 
and of Raskob for his large contribu­ 
tions to and work for the Association 
Against the Prohibition 
Amendment. 
This criticism was actuated by evi­ 
dence given the lobby committee when 
it called the two chairmen before it 
and 
interrogated 
them. 
Chairman 
Caraway, a democrat, submitted the 
report on Huston

More than 200 orphaned boys and sis­ 
ters escaped death early today when 
the fire swept a dormitory and church. 
at the St. Aemilian’s orphanage in St. 
Francis, a suburb. 
Three young men and a girl, who 
were driving by the orphanage und 
saw the fire, were credited with sav­ 
ing the Jives of the 190 orphans and 
26 sisters who escaped as flames meed 
through the dormitory and spread to 
the church. 
The fires still burned long after day­ 
break and firemen from St. Francis 
and Milwaukee said the flames prob­ 
ably will not be brought under con­ 
trol before late afternoon. 
The three motorists noticed a small 
flame in the dormitory as they drove 
past early today. 
They investigated 
nd found the flames rapidly eating 
through the interior where the boys 
and sisters slept. 
In an effort to awaken someone the 
two men and girl 
began 
breaking 
windows. 
By chance they selected 
windows in the sisters' rooms. By that 
time the blaze was burning rapidly 
throughout the building. 
By the time 
the sisters aroused the boys, escape 
was cut off from several 
directions, 
leaving only one fire escape that was 
not 
licked 
by 
the 
flames.
